The age of perfection is in the 
somewhat distant future, but it is 
more in danger of being retarded 
by mistaken government activity 
‘than it is from lack of legislation.

ON BOOZE. 


Home wine and sacramental wine are hit hard by 
the latest prohibition rulings. And in both cases the 
public is surprised at what has been going on. 

Most citizens have not realized the extent of legiti- 
matized home manufacture of wines. There seems to 
have been hundreds of thousands of permits to make 
wine for domestic use in lois up to 200 gallons. Some 
of these permits were issued before the prohibition era, 
and some since. California.alone is said to have had 
45,000 of them. Now they are all cancelled, and 

‘presumably a flood of intoxicating liquor is abolished. 

‘As for sacramental wines, it is reported that dealers 
in such goods have agreed to cut down the quantiiy 
handled to the extent of 97 per cent, which suggests 
that the sacramental idea has been carried pretty far. 

These are two:moves in what is obviously a general 
effort to tighten up dry enfor°ement. That is well.! 
It is now or never, as far as prohibition is concerned. 
If a genuine united effort to enforce the law fails, 
then there may be a big demand that thé restrictions 
be relaxed, to eliminate subterfuge and hypocracy.
